Gien. Sheridan’s Report on the 
Indian Question. 


CROOK'S COURSE HIGHLY COMMENDED. 


An important Northern Pacific Land Case— 
Some Consuls Who Are Net Offer 
sive Partisans. 


Assocmated Press Dispatches to The Times. 
Wasutwoton, Nov. 17. — General 
Sheridan, in hie senual report, made 
public to-day, says: “In .the south- 
western corner of New co, many 
lives have been lost by the invasion of 
small bodies of Chiricahua Apaches 
from Arizona. A large number of 
troops are at present operating in the 
district with a view to its protection, 
and | am in hopes of an early settle- 
ment of the Apache difficulty in such 
manner as will forever preyenta re- 
currence of the raids of these Indians 
The situation in that part of the division 
of the Pacific, comprising the southern 
portion of the Department of Anzona 
has been, I regret to say, far from sat- 
isfactory. So long as General Crook 
had control of the Apaches, under 
agreement of the Secretary of War and 
the Secretary of the Igterior, metters 
went on very well in Arizona, but when 
contentions began, under tbe 
authority that existed a year ago, dis- 
trust and trouble arose among the In- 
ane continued until the ont- 
break of the Chiricahuas in’ May 
last. The ontbresk was peta-- 
lant and without cause, and em- 
only a part of the tribe 
bat this element comprised the young 
and most vigorous, The conduct of 
this baud, which does not exceed forty- 
two men and nine equaws, was fiendish 
in the extreme. Unprotected and un- 
armed people were murdered wherever 
they were met, and when preased by 
troops (be Indians scatiered like a flock 
of quail and came together again at 
some desiguated spot from 50 to 100 
miles distant. They should all be ex- 
terminated or captured, and I bave the 
greatest confidence in General Crook's 
ability to accomplish this purpose, 
though the difficulties are very great. 
I obey people iy that section to bear 
in mind that General Crook is the best 
man we have to deal with these hostile 
Indians, and will accomplish more than 
any man in the army. -He is familar 
with the Indians and the country, 
and unfortunate as the people of Ari- 
zona and New Mexico have been, there 
is no other man ip the army who could 
do any better, or who is more wrapped 
up in the welfare of the people of that 
section as regards life, property and 
business prospects. In regard to this 
band in New Mexico, our officers and 
men have been treated with kindness 
and consideration, which it is my duty 
to acknowledge. I take great pleasure 
in commending General Crook for the 
admirable disposition of bis troops and 
hi. steady perseverence undcr disheart- 
ening circumstances."’ 
SHERIDAN'S SOLUTION OF THE INDIAN

Assemblage “of the the State Con- 
vention Yesterday. 


OPENING ADDRESS BY ELLWOOD COOPER. 


Address of Welcome by Stephen M. White. 
Esq., and a Long and Practical 
Talk About Bugs. 


The hour set for the assembling of the 
State Fruit Growers’ Convention was 10 
a. m.., but it was near 11 o'clock when 
President Cooper called the body to or- 
der. The rainy and somewhat forbidding 
morning not only delayed those who at- 
tended, but probably kept many others 
away entirely. But while the convention 
Was not large it was made up of the very 
best material. The number of 
headed men in the assemblage was 
noticeable. Few ladies were present. The 
members of the State Board of Hortiecul- 
ture present were: Ellwood Cooper, of 

Santa Barbara; 8. F. Chapin, of San 
Hon. H. C. Wilson, of Red Bluff;

of Bonora; Rev. N. BR. Peck, of Ophir, 
General Vallejo sent a dispatch regretting 
his inability to attend. The stage was 
oceupied by President Cooper, A. H. 
Webb, Secretary, and the reporters. A. 
K. Whitton, the official stenograper of the 
Board, wasgresent to take down the full 


ings. 
Immediately after calling the conven- 
tion to order Mr. Oooper delivered the 
following address: 
PRESIDENT'’S ADDRESS. 

By reason of the position which I hold, 
ac President of the Stave Board of Horti- 
culture, it is expected of me to deliver an 
address on this occassion, to mark 
out or submits plan to govern our exer- 
Cises at this copvention—to point out the 
subjects of greatest importance and the 
manuer of discussion, so as to facilitate 


our work. 

This will be the fifth annual’ Fruit 
Growers’ Convention held in this State. 
The law creating the State Board of Hor- 
ticnlture, as it formerly stood, did not 
authorize the incurring of any expenses 
for such purposes. Voluntary contribu- 
tions were necessary t© meet the outlay.

a as I said before, it is the fifth, it 
is the first over which the State Board 
assumes the control and that will have 
continuous organization. A complete 
record will be kept, and our office, the 
seat of information on e that 


anoual convention, to be held in 1886, 
will be determined here, so that mach 
more possibly can be done at future gath- 
ering» than can be accomplis now. 

Before submitting my pian, however, I 
will make a few introductory remarks on 
the enbject of horticalture 

To quote from a lecture delivered by 
Baron Ferd. Vou Mueller,in November, 
1880, at the request of the Social Science 
Uongress of Melbourne, he said: «While 
science i¢ to shed light on the path of 
instructive progress to lead to the devel- 
opment of natural resources; art to mould 
and refine; #ethetics to react on the tone 
of social and domestic life; literature a 
guiding influence on the pr of the 
times, on the welfare of the State; econ- 
omy to advance mutually the interests of 
the whole population, it is left to oar 
gathering to advocate the vast interests 
involved in horticultural pursuits.” 

Te quote «till from that great man:
